Tempor- 
ary buildings for storage purposes 
wer« thrown up against the super- 
structure at the mouth of the shaft, 
and there the expolsion occurred. It 
tore a great gorge in the street, de- 
molished the temporary buildings and 
part of the superstructure, and sent 
a mass of earth, splintered timber 
and twisted iron high in the air. Much 
of it went battering against the front 
of the Murray Hill Hotel, and al- 
though the walls and main structure 
of that building 
stood the 
shock, 


nearly every room in the front of the 
house was wrecked. 


The Manhattan Eye and Ear Hos- 


pital, on the east side of the avenue, 
fared nearly as bad and had to be 
abandoned by the management. The 
Grand Union Hotel lost all of its win- 
dows and glass partitions, and practi- 
cally every front window in the Granc 
Central Station was shattered. The 
great clocks on its front towers were 
blown from their cases. Thousands 
of windows, 
some of them seven 


blocks from the tunnel shaft, fell in 
fragments.

broken glass and falling debris that 
Injured the greatest number.

rents of water from 
broken mains 


poured into the tunnel shaft while 
the wreckage was being cleared from

The cause of the explosion and the 


quantity of explosive that blew up 
are not 
definitely known. 
Several 


causes have been advanced. One was 
that a fire started near the powder 
room and that Master Mechanic Wil- 
liam Tubbs lost his life in a despe- 
rate attempt to quench it before it 
reached the deadly fuel. Another was 
that It started from a spark produced 
by a stray current of electricity. A 
third placed the balme upon a blast 
in the tunnel. It will probably take 
an official investigation to reveal the 
true cause of the catastrophe.

SCiCNCE AND 1NDU5T3Y. 


It has been computed by geographers 


that if the sea were emptied of its 
water and all the rivers of the earth 
were to pour "their present floods iato 
the vacant space, allowing nothing for 
evaporation, 40.000 years would be re- 
quired to bring the water of the ocean 
up to its present leveL 


Valdemar Poulsen, a Danish electri- 


cal engineer, has filed at Washington 
a patent on the telegraphone. This 
instrument will record and repeat 
messages -which come over a telephone 
wire 
If a. man isn't in when he is 


called for, his office boy can attach 
the telephone transmitter to the tele- 
graphone and the message will be 
waiting when the employer returns. 


Percival Lowell, director of the Flag- 


staff Observatory in Arizona, has re- 
cently published in his Annals a deter- 
mination of the refraction of the at- 
mosphere of the planet Jupiter ob- 
tained from occupations of tbe satel- 
lites. 
The resulting value is eight 


minutes of arc for the exterior layers 
of the atmosphere. 
It aiso follow? 


from the observation that the atmos- 
phere is of great depth. 


A discovery of fossils belonging to 


the Parisian chalk has been made at 
Robiac, near Saint jlamert (Garc;.

Horse chestnuts contain about 27 


per cent, of albumen, this remarkable 
proportion being greater than is found 
In any cultivated plants, but taeir 
bitter taste, due to the presence of 
about ten per cent, of bitter rosin, has 
condemned them as unfit ior food. 
By extracting the bitter 
principle. 


Flugge. of Hanover, claims to have 
made useful another waste material. 
After partial roasting to loosen the 
shells, the kernels are removed and 
pulverized and the powder is placed 
in a tight percolator with alcohol for 
about a week. To extract the bitter 
completely it may be necessary to re- 
place the fluid with fresh solvent. The 
alcohol dissolves out toe rosin, leaving 
a pleasant and nutritious meal, which 
contains all the albumen and starch of 
the chestnuts, and is a valuable 


Prevention of Tjrpttoid Fi>ver. 


Typhoid fever, being a disease that 


always requires the personal attend- 
ance of a physician, may be properly 
referred to in a paper for Compan- 
ion readers only from the point of 
view of prevention. 


It is well known that typhoid fever 


is a water-borne disease, and is com- 
monly taken into the system in drink- 
ing water which has become contam- 
inated from the excreta of persons 
suffering from the disease. Freezing 
does not in any vray Impair the vital- 
ity of the bacillus of typhoid, so tha:, 
ice from a river or pond may convey 
the disease to consumers hundreds of 
miles, perhaps, from the source cf In- 
fection. 


Milk has more than once .been the 


means of conveying tha disease. For- 
tunately most milk dealers are aware 
of the necessity of cleanliness in the 
preparation of milk for shipment. 
In 


most modern dairies the bottles,before 
being filled, are subjected to the ster- 
ilizing effects of steam. 
Epidemics 


of typhoid fever traced to dairies have 
in most eases been due to the bottles 
having been washed with water from 
an infected well or pond. 


Oysters that have been imbedded 


in bodies of water which receive the 
contents of sewerage pipes have like- 
wise been the means of conveying ty- 
phoid fever. Only oysters eaten raw 
or on the half shell can carry infec- 
tion to the consumer, since cooking 
destroys the bacillus. 


Tlie Atmosphere's Height. 


It is curious to notice how widely 


the estimates of scieni-s-t:: differ as to 
the height of the atmosphere. l?iot 
puts it at 40 miles, Schiaparclli comes 
midway with 125 miles, while Hitter 
places it at 216 miles. 
The latter ;s 


probably correct, for Sir Robert Ba^l 
has Calculated the maximum height 
of meteors at about 200 miles.—Lon- 
don News.

provement of that stream, which has 
almost been so much money thrown 
away, so erratic is it The fickle Mis- 
souri, when full to its banks in the 
spring, has a habit of cutting across 
lots in any and every direction, demol- 
ishing whole farms in a day. 


This eccentric habit, which the Mis- 


souri river has so sedulously culti- 
vated, has resulted in some strange 
situations. Thus, a. portion of the in- 


I ccrporated limits of the city of Omaha 
is over in the state of Iowa, and dwell- 
ers therein pay taxes to the sister 
state. On the other hand, as if to even 
things up. Lake Manawa. a fashion- 
able summer resort in the suburbs of 
Council Bluffs, la., belongs to Sarpy 
county. Nebraska. Both of these in- 
congruities were caused by the c-^t^ng 
of new channels during the spring 
freshets and have been the cause of 
numerous litigations. 


Recently the supreme court was called 


upon to render a. decision with regard 
to that portion of Omaha which is over 
in Iowa. North of the business part 
of the city lies what is known as 
"Cut-off" Lake, so named from the 
fact that it originally was the bed of 
the river until a sudden whim of that 
stream sent the channel in another di- 
rection and left this body of water in 
the form of a crescent lake. 


Some enterprising adventurers es- 


tablished a. saloon in a boat anchored 
in the middle of the lake and at- 
tempted to defy the law. This brought 
the matter before the supreme court, 
which decided that the middle of the 
river was the boundary line between 
the two states and that the boundary 
changed with the changing channel. 


Then, by a peculiar wrinkle of the 


judicial mind, the same supreme court 
was able to formulate an addition to 
this decision by which the changing 
boundary clause was not effective in 
cases of "cut-offs," which has left the 
matter in such condition that no one, 
not even the lawyers, has been able to 
understand it. Aeccording to the su- 
preme court, a portion of Omaha still 
•remains In Iowa, although the bound- 
ary between the two states, by this 
same decision, Is a mile er more to the 
eastward. 


The settlement of this boundary dis- 


pute will require an enactment by 
Congress.—New York Times.

"Viewed as an economic questions." 


says Mr. Bailey, the abandonment of 
New England farms should not dis- 
turb us more than other shifting pop- 
ulation. In the present day, most of 
the lands that are now abandoned 
would not have been settled. They 
would remain in timber: and now 
by the Inexorable power of economic 
forces, they are returning into for- 
est. The first flush of the settlement 
of the west has passed. Manufactur- 
ing industries have attained stable 
conditions. People are looking again 
to the country. The better farms are 
being farmed. On the hiiis of west- 
ern Massachusetts I found 
a cow 


puncher from Oklahoma settling on 
an abandoned farm, to make his living 
by farming. Farmers are buying up 
adjacent lands and extending their 
business. Near the railroads, city 
people are building cottages and re- 
treats on the sites of old farms, to 
find respite and peace. The remoter 
places are passing into forests, and 
lumbering is again an Industry In old 
New England.

'mowings' and 'plowings' 
are now 


wild and free stretches of woodland. 
Dilapidated 
stone 
walls 
ramble 


through the woods and are heaved by 
the roots of great trees. Here and

RISC OF THE BROOK TROUT. 


H* DMhe* a* the fly tr*m. th* 3Boti 


of th* Stream. 


"There is & pretentious and, I have 


no doubt, costly, oil painting in the 
window of an up-town art store," re- 
marked an experienced and observant 
angler, "in which a brook trout is rep- 
resented In the act of rising to a. fish- 
erman's fly. The fly has been cast on 
the troubled surface of rapids which, 
in nature, would sweep the light-feath- 
ered hook down stream so quickly that 
the line and leader would be taut in 
the fraction of a second. But in the 
painting the leader is represented a» 
lying on the water in a careless loop 
above the spot where the fly has 
dropped, while the latter denes the ve- 
locity of the rapids and seems ready 
to be floating up stream to meet the 
trout, which has leaped clear of the 
water and is poised in a graceful curve 
as he swoops down upon the patient 
and obliging fly from the air like a 
hawk on a chicken. Scores of people 
stop at the window every day and ad- 
mire the manner in which the trout is 
going for that fly. If the artist who 
painted the picture ever saw a trout 
rise to a fly in that way and failed to 
secure it at once he made a big mis- 
take. It would have been a curiosity 
worth having stuffed. The real trout 
out for business doesn't play the part 
of a hawk In taking his prey," con- 
tinued the angler, according to the 
New York Times. "He rises to the fly 
from the bottom of the water, rushing 
upward lit/! a. rocket. He takes it with 
a swoop and a whirl from beneath, and 
if he shows himself at all it is when 
he turns to go back to his haunt at the 
bottom. One might as soon expect to 
see a hawk rise from the ground to 
seize a chicken roosting in the top of 
a. tree, as to see a. brook trout shoot 
out above the surface of the stream 
and pounce down from the air upon 
a fly lying on the water, as this pic- 
ture gayly assures the admiring public 
he is ia the habit of doing."

the United States is estimated at about 
600,000,000 pounds, and. though the 
statisticians of the depart meat of agri- 
culture say that we have about 41.SS3.- 
OG5 sheep on the farnis and ranches ol 
the United States, these are unable to 
supply the fall demand for wool, and 
we import some million pounds every 
year. But the task of shearing over 
40,000,000 sheep is not one to consider 
lightly, and as the wool piles up, new 
wheels of commerce are started in their 
revolution. 


Sheep-shearing time in the earlier 


days of our countr>s history was a 
season of jollification, and the farmer 
and his hired help would go down to 
the sheep pasture to saake merry with 
the frightened animals. 
One by one 


they would be caught, and whils one 
held the animal securely the other 
would proceed to clip off the wool 
with a huge pair of hand shears. 
Sheep-shearing

would 
often 


occupy weeks on the large 
farms, 


and when it was over, tae great 
mass of soft fluffy wool was piled up 
in the sheds to be cleaned and worked 
over or shipped to the market in its 
rough state. Not a little of it was 
woven into cloth on the farm by the 
wife and daughters of the owner.

As the island only 
covers an area of 47 square miles, it 
was not felt advisable to increase the 
number of prisoners there, and ac- 
cordingly Cey:on and certain places 
in India were chosen for- prison camps. 
Then there was another selection—the 
Bermuda Islands—the present home of 
:ome 3000 Boers. 


The men ia each camp are astir by 


i.30 a. ia., and within less than aa 
hour the smoke of the campfires is 
ascending. The Boers take it in turns 
10 do the cooking, but when one pris- 
oner shows a particular aptitude in the 
culinary department he is kept there, 
and relieved from the round of camp 
luties. Any assistance he may require 
is furnished to hira by his fellow- 
prisoners. The strictest rules are en- 
forced to preserve the sanitary condi- 
tion of the camps and bathing parades 
are of frequent occurrence. The dif- 
ference in the appearance of the pris- 
oners within one week after their ar- 
rival was most noticeable. A generous 
list of rations *s supplied by the Colo- 
nial authorities, the daily bill of fare 
for each man consisting of one and 
one-fourtn pounds of bread, one pound 
of fresh meat, one ounce of coffee or 
tea, three ounces of sugar, milk, vege- 
tables and potatoes. Occasionally the 
prisoners are gifen an allowance of 
jam. The prisoners, as a rule, are well 
behaved, and are anxious for work. 


Many of the Bermuda prisoners are 


miserably poor, and naturally anxious 
to earn a little money. As at St. 
Helena, they have shown their apti- 
tude at carving, both in wood and bone, 
and one of the stores in Hamilton has 
already for sale a large quantity of 
souvenirs consisting of pipes, sticks, 
tobacco bowls, toothpicks, etc., which 
it is expected will be readily picked 
up by Americans and Canadians who 
will visit the islands during the com- 
ing tourist season. 


At Deadwood Camp, oa the island of 


St. Helena, soiae 4500 Boers are incar- 
cerated. 
The treatment accorded to 


them, as at other camps, is of a gen- 
erous character, bat ail the prisoners 
complain of their eniorced idleness, 
which has a tendency to create melan- 
cholia. General Cronje, never a com- 
municative man, has, if anything, be- 
come Kore reticent at Deaavrood, and 
his wife is tortured with the belief 
that the Eaglisa want to burn her 
husbarul and herself. Governor Stern- 
dale lias saovrn every disposition to 
ameliorate the concitions or the Boers 
by eacouragins them in useful enter- 
prises. Ample opportunity is afforded 
for recreation, and they nave their 
cricket, football and tennis grounds. 
Every 12 men have a tent allotted to 
them, but they are allowed to build a 
house if they so desire. In that caso 
a graut cf laad is made to them and 
many rough huts, affording a greater 
•egree of comfort thaa canvas s-iruc- 
t*res, have been erected. Some of the 
prisoners are allowed to work outside 
the camp at farming, but this conces- 
sioa applies to a few only.

There is talk of a national park i» 


New England, including part of Maine, 
as a forest reservation. The entire 
area of forest reservations and parks 
approximates fifty million acres. The 
parks differ from the forest reserves 
in that no lumbering can be carried 
on within them, and their game ani- 
mals are protected. The mining laws 
do net apply within their territory, 
except in Mount itanier Park, and 
they are in care of government troops. 
The forest reservations, on the other 
hand, are administered by the secre- 
tary of the interior, through the gen- 
eral land office. 
Maine and New- 


Hatupshire already have state and 
forestry commissions, and it might be 
practicable to secure their coopera- 
tion iu the control and direction of 
such a reservation as is suggested. 


While several states have acquired 


forest reservations or have taken meas- 
ures to protect such areas, the Fed- 
eral government possesses the facili- 
ties for controlling such reservations 
in a broad way, unaffected by local or 
private interests, upon plans that will 
permit the use of private forests that 
remain, directing with intelligence 
sueh cutting as is proper, and promot- 
ing nev%' growth on the denuded areas. 
The subject is exceedingly important 
in its relation to the prosperity of the 
farmer, who is largely dependent oc 
climate and rainfall; to the great 
manufacturing interests, more or lees 
dependent on the water power furn- 
nished by our rivers; to the rapidly 
growing cities and towns whose water 
supply is drawn from our northern 
lakes, and to the health and pleasure 
of thousands who annually visit the 
mountains and uplands of northern 
Vermont, New Hampshire and Maine. 


The White Mountain region of New 


Hampshire covers an area of more 
than 1200 square miles, between the 
hike country of New Hampshire on the 
south and the valleys of the Ammo- 
noosuc and Androscoggin on the north. 
Connected wim it easterly are the 
great forest areas of Maine, extending 
to the Canadian frontier, and" on the 
west are the contiguous mountain dis- 
tricts of Vermont. 


This whole section, including parts 


of the three states named, is cf the 
highest scenic interest, comprising 
mountain, lake and river. Dominated 
by Mount Washington and the Presi- 
dential range, flanked by the Fran- 
conia and Sandwich ranges, it includes 
also groups of lesser peaks covered 
by forests, inclosing mountain-walletl 
lakes of surpassing beauty, feeding the 
-Connecticut and Merrimac rivers, the 
Saco, the Androscoggin, the Kennebec, 
the Penobscot. and many tributary 
streams, the source of the water power 
of hundreds of manufacturing villages 
and cities, to which the growth and 
prosperity of New England are so 
largely due. 


It is a region of great historic inter- 


est, closely associated with the past 
and present life of New England, in- 
terwoven with its romance, poetry, art 
and tradition. The territory is easily 
accessible from every point, and avail- 
able to a large percentage of our 
urban population. The eastern sec- 
tion is well stocked with fish and 
game, and other parts might under 
proper conditions be restocked. Bach 
year, however, marks the cutting for 
commercial purposes of Tnany acres of 
its forest growth, and the encroach- 
ment upon its borders of the expand- 
ing life of the towns is constantly 
more 
obvious.—Lewiston
